While 
the  government  sets  certain  re¬ 
quirements  to  be  met  by  chap¬ 
lains  of  all  faiths,  the  proce¬ 
dure  for  denominational  en¬ 
dorsement  is  left  id  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  each  denomination.  .

FONT  WORTH  —  Dr.  W.  A. 
Criswell,  pastor  of  the  world's 
largest  Baptist  church,  unleash¬ 
ed  ■  a  scatching’  attack  on  “the 
so-called  social  gospel”  Jan.  16 
in.  a  speech  delivered  here  be¬ 
fore  the  19th  annual  Texas  Bap¬ 
tist  evangelistic  conference. 

He  said  “the  so-called  social 
gospel  is  “dead,  dry  rot,  that  is 
destroying  Christendom  under 
the  guise  of  social  conscious¬ 
ness,”  and  declared  that  “its 
fruits,  whether  in  New  York, 
Japan  or  India,  are  a  dead 
church,  a  dead  gospel,  a  dead 
denomination,  a  dead  seminary 
and  a  dead  preacher.” 

Some  of  the  pastor’s  re¬ 
marks  had  been  printed  earlier, 
in'a  booklet  distributed  by  the 
huge  11,800-member  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  of  Dallas  and  were 
re-emphasized  again  in  his  talk. 

Dr.  Criswell  termed  the  “so¬ 
cial  gospelers”  “utopian  dream¬ 
ers  and  arm-chair  philosoph¬ 
ers.”  'He  said  that  liberal 
churches  today,  “with  their 
abandoned  Sunday  evening  ser¬ 
vices,  their  deserted  prayer 
meetings  and  their  cold  intel¬ 
lectual  serrhons. .  are  occupying 
themselves  with  pimples  of  the 
•kin  when  the  disease  of  death 
lines  in  the  blood  stream  of  the 
heart.”  .  . 

Not  Criticising 

The  pastor  explained,  how* 
ever,  that  he'was*n6t  criticizing 
social  workers,  welfare  organ¬ 
izations  or  any  oher  kind  of 
community  betterment  work. 

“Men  with  a  passion  for  so¬ 
cial  righteousness  are  to  be 
commended,”  Dr.  Criswell  stat¬ 
ed.  “The  amelioration  of  work¬ 
ing  conditions,  the  building  of 
better  community  playgrounds, 
the  organization  of  groups  for  I 
the  peace  and  the  good  of  the 
world  —  these  things  and  a 
thousand  other  like  them  are 
acceptable  to  God  and  to  man.
